13. The method of claim 5, wherem the K pylori is a resistant strain induced 
by PPI, metronidazole, clarithromycin or amoxicillin treatment. 

14. The method of claim 5, wherein the cbmipound or a pharmaceutically 
acceptable salt thereof is administered by intracavemoik injection, subcutaneous 
injection, intravenous injection, intramuscular injection, intradermal injection, oral 
administration, or topical administration.
